_ ENTENTE REAFFIRMED 
"Even at Buchnrest at the time of 
the conference of the Balkan Entente, 


‘in’ mid-February, pre-occupations were, 


almost exclusively Balkan. There were 
doubts — as to which the visiting 
ministers apparently found themselves 
reassured — about the loyalty of Jugo- 
slavia, who is most inclined of the 
Balkan Powers to flirt with the Berlin- 
Rome Axis, The principal achievement 


of the conference was to reaffirm the’ 


inviolability of Balkan frontiers. 
Bucharest itself was recovering from 
the panic that set in after Munich and 
the death’ of Codreanu, the leader of 
Rumania’s banned Fascist organisation, 
the Iron Guard. The Black Bourse, 
which. dominates transactions in 


2,000 lei to the pound to the relatively 
tight quotation of 1,600.
